W a s i i i n g t ó n , January 23,—In the 
Senate, Frye called up the motion to 
refer to the Comm ittee on Finance 
the President’s annual message, and 
proceeded to discuss the message, in 
which he said the President had 
clearly thrown down the gauntlet of 
free trade. 
There was an attem pt, he adm itted, 
at disguise, but so feeble th a t it ought 
not to deceive any one. The message 
had been received with unbounded 
joy in G reat Britain. 
The British 
press had at once proceeded to self­ 
congratulations and to strip off the 
President’s disguise. These congratu­ 
lations, he said, would have continued 
if 
A VOICE OF WARNING 


H ad not been heard. The warning 
was, that such English expressions 
had better be curbed or the fall Eng­ 
lish hopes never would be enjoyed. 
H e quoted from the Pall Mall Gazette 
to th at effect, and said ttiat im m edi­ 
a c y there had been a transformation. 
The free-trade papers of Great Britain 
had dropped at ouce their sclf-con- 
gratulation and proceeded to congrat­ 
ulate the United States and prophecy 
unbounded prosperity for this country. 
G reat Britain seemeu suddenly to rec­ 
ognize the fact th a t this country was 
her daughter, aud evince to her friend­ 
ship and affection. 
He declared em ­ 
phatically th at England never in one 
single instance evinced any sympathy 
for this country, and she never j>er- 
m itted an opportunity 


TO INJURE THIS COUNTRY 
to pass unim proved. 
He declared 
th a t the counsel, friendship aud ad­ 
vice of G reat Britain to any nation in 
commercial m atters had invariably 
resulted in injury 
to 
the nation 
which accepted it. 
Ireland was an instance of that, 
and yet G reat B ritain hoped and the 
Democratic party expected to get the 
Irish vote for Cleveland next Fall, as 
the Democratic candidate 
for the 
Presidency. 
One of the leading freo- 
trade speakers in England declared 
years ago that th e greatest trium ph 
of Great Britain would be the subju­ 
gation of the m arket of the United 
States. 
I n 
the 
promise 
of 
the President’s message they could 
see the subjugation nigh at hand. 
B ut the attitude of the Democratic 
party was more im portant practically 
than the attitude of Great Brituin. 
Should the party endorse their new 
chief, he thought it would be believed 
tl\at the Democratic party of the 
country really thought 
the 
tariff 
vicious illogical and inequitable. 


TIIK CONTROLLING ELEMENT 
of the Democratic party has always 
been in the South and the southern 
w¡n¿ controlled it as powerfully and 
completely as before the rebellion, 
and there was not the slightest doubt 
as to the attitude of the South on this 
question. The speaker then said that 
the Democratic party illustrated its 
promotion to power by dem anding 
the tariff to be revised aud the whole 
business of the country disturbed. 
The Democratic 
C hairm an of the 
Committee on 
Ways and 
Means 
since their acquisition to power had 
always been a free-trader. The distin­ 
guished Speaker of the House in his 
devotion to the principles of free-trade 
had dared in the lust Congress to ar­ 
rogate to him self almost despotic pow­ 
ers and to declare from his high place 
th a t ho would recognize the right of 
no member of the House to make any 
motion to 


CUT DOWN TH E SURPLUS 
U nless it was first subm itted to a 
Democratic caucus. The Democratic 
Secretary of the Treasury' also joined 
in the choral song of Free-Traders 
aprarentl}' with all his heart, in fact 
he was satisfied th at all the Democratic 
leaders agreed with the President ex­ 
cept th at they had not the President’s 
boldness and honesty. 
Frye supported his argum ent in 
favor of 
protection 
with 
num ­ 
erous 
illustrations, 
m any 
of 
them drawn from his own observa­ 
tions in Europe. 
As to the surplus, 
it was Democratic incapacity which 
caused it, and now the country’ had to 
look out to see th at the same Demo­ 
cratic incapacity, in adm inistering the 
medicine, did not give poison and kill 
the patient. 
He was as m uch against 
the surplus as the Prosident w’as, but 
was not frightened at it. 
Me would 
rather have a surplus than a deficit. 


REM EDIES FOR 
RELIEF. 
If there were any honest purpose in 
gettiiig rid of the surplus the Senator 
from Georgia (Brown) hail proposed 
a way which would do it beyond all 
m anner of question. That was the 
repeal of all Internal Revenue law s; 
but his Democratic friends and their 
allies the distillers, brewers and sa­ 
loon m en had recently developed 
wonderful 
regard 
for 
temperance 
champions, protesting against whisky 
being made cheaper; but ho told them 
th a t the temperance sentim ent of the 
country was rapidly crystallizing into 
an opinion that the sooner the tax on 
whisky was repealed the better and 
quicker the principles of temperance 
could be served. H e could see, how­ 
ever 


ONE OK TWO OBJECTIONS 
To its repeal, and one of them was 
th at so m uch revenue could not be 
spared. 
As to the duty on sugar, he 
declared him self in favor of taking it 
off. b u t he would not kill the sugar 
industry of this country, feeble as it 
was. lie would give a bounty equiva­ 
lent to the present duty on sugar, but 
if the purpose of the Democratic 
party was to destroy the tariff and 
cripple many and absolutely destroy 
some of the industries of the country, 
tlio President’s method 
could, of 
course, do that. 
Workingmen would 
be reduced to the condition almost 
of the workingmen and women of 
Europe. 
Blair spoke for an hour on the Edu- 
sational bill, and after an executive 
cession the Senate adjourned.

W a s h i n g t o n , January 23. — Hoar 
presented a petition from the Gover­ 
nor of Massachusetts, Mayor of Bos­ 
ton, presidents of colleges and a large 
num ber of other distinguished per­ 
sons, representing a mass meeting 
held on November 12tli last, to wel­ 
come the British Peace Deputation. 
The petition was referred to the Com­ 
mittee on Foreign Relations. 
Edmunds, from the Judiciary Com­ 
m ittee, to which had been referred 
the investigation into the Jackson, 
Miss., election troubles, leported a 
resolution authorizing that committee 
to send for ]>erBpns and papers in­ 
quiring into the alleged participation 
of Federal officials in the suppression 
of votes of colored citizens. 
The 
resolution was adopted. 


PRESIDENTIAL NOMINATIONS. 
The President sent to the Senate the 
nominations of John ,W. Ross to be 
postmaster of W ashington; John C. 
Blair Hogg, United States Attorney 
for the District of Colum bia; Marshall 
McDonald, Commissioner of Fish and 
Fisheries. 
Chandler offered three resolutions 
calling on the Secretary of the Navy 
for information as to the cost etc., of 
plans, designs, drawings or sj»ecifica- 
tionB of ships or engines obtained 
abroad; as to the changes made from 
the original plans of the Chicago, Bos­ 
ton and Dolphi • and as to the con­ 
tracts made tor naval vessels,’machin­ 
ery and armor since M arch 4, 1885- 
The resolutions were all laid over and. 
ordered printed. 


THE AUSTRALIAN EXHIBITION. 
Sherman, from the Committee on 
Foreign Relations, reported back w ith­ 
out am endm ent to the House, the 
joint resolution relating to the invita­ 
tion from the British Government to 
participate in the international exhi­ 
bition a t M elbourne, and celebrate 
the founding of New South Wales. 
Carried. 
Beck presented a petition from the 
Western Union Telegraph Company 
against the Postal Telegraph Bill. He 
said that it was a very full presenta­ 
tion of the case, and that the Post­ 
office Committee desired to have the 
communication printed and referred. 
It was so ordered. 
Among the bills reported from com ­ 
m ittees and placed on the calendar 
w ere: For the admission to Statehood 
of Dakota, and the organization of 
the Territory of Lincoln. 
(Minority 
report to be presented.) 


PUBLIC LANDS. 
Senator Plum b, from the Commit­ 
tee on Public Lands, reported favor­ 
ably the bill declaring forfeited all 
lands, except the right of way, hither- 
toforo 
granted 
on 
conditions 
to aid in the construction of any 
railroad 
opposite 
and co-terminal 
with the portion of any such railroad 
not now completed and in use for con­ 
struction, which lands have hereto­ 
fore been granted in all cases. Whero 
persons are in possession of these 
lands by agreement entered into in 
good faith prior to 18S6, they are given 
the right to purchase not more than 
320 acre-* from the United States at a 
rate of $2 50 at any time w ithin two 
years from the passage of the act.

W a s h i n g t o n , January 2 3 .—The reso­ 
lution confirming the title of Carlisle 
to his seat has been adopted. Yeas 10 4 , 
nays 7. Cooper, Cannon, Davenport, 
M cKenna, Post, 
Steele of Illinois, 
Brewer, Buchanan, Cheadle, Hovey, 
K err and Laidlaw were the Represen­ 
tatives who voted in the negative. 
Enloe of Ttenn »ssee called attention 
to the fact th a t Thoebe, the contest­ 
ant, had inserted in the Record cer 
tain language reflecting on the Com­ 
m ittee on Elections, which he had 
not used in his speech on the floor. 
He (Enloe)protested against Thoebe’s 
right to do this. 
Reed of Maine sug­ 
gested that Thoebe was only availing 
himself of all the privileges of the 
House. 
Enloe moved that the Record be 
am ended so us to make it contain only 
the language used by Thoebe upon the 
floor. 
Ab there was a disposition 
shown on the Republican side to make 
a contest over the motion, Enloe with­ 
drew it amid derisive laughter from 
the Republicans. 


A POINT OF PRIVILEGE. 
Brum m .of Pennsylvania, rising to a 
question of privilege read a purported 
interview w’ith Crisp, published in 
yesterday’s Washington Pont, which 
he stated reflected on the large min­ 
ority in the house. In it Crisp criticizes 
the action of the Republicans for re­ 
fusing to vote on the Carlisle case. 
The chair ruied that the extract did 
not allege that any member was in­ 
fluenced by corrupt or im proper mo­ 
tives, and therefore did not present a 
question of privilege. 


BILLS AND RESOLUTIONS. 
U nder call of States the following 
bills and resolutions were introduced 
and referred: 
By Biggs, of California, for the erec­ 
tion of public buildings at Stockton. 
California. 
By Thompson, of Illinois, pension­ 
ing teamsters of the Mexican war. 
Butter worth introduced a resolution 
that it is the sense of the House that 
honorable, speedy and perm anent ad ­ 
justm ent of all the differences and 
controversies regarding the fisheries is 
desirable, and providing that the 
rights of vessels of the United States 
in Canadian ports to the same rights 
as accorded Canadian vessels in norts 
of the United States be maintained. 
By Perkins, of Kansas, a resolution 
calling on the Postmaster General for 
information relative to the inferior 
mail facilities in the West. 
By W oedbum, of Nevada, a resolu­ 
tion for the appointm ent of a special 
committee to investigate the truth of 
the charges made by the Governor of 
Alaska against the Alaska Commercial 
Com pan v in his report to the Secre­ 
tary of the Interior, and to ascertain 
w hether that company has not for­ 
feited all the rights and privileges 
acquired under its lease from the 
U nite! States, and w hether such lease 
should not be terminated. 


RAILROAD MEN ARRAIGNED. 
By Anderson, of Iowa, a resolution 
to authorize the institution of judicial 
proceedings against the various Pacific 
railroad companies. The resolution 


contains in the preamble the charges of 
m ismanagement and fraudulent m an­ 
ipulation of the affairs of the compa­ 
nies embodied in the Henly resolution 
last year, and directs that the Attor­ 
ney-General bring suit - against the 
companies to enforce the forfeitures 
prescribed in the Thurm an act. 
He 
is directed to include as parties de­ 
fendant in the suit against the Central 
Pacific, C. P. H untington, Leland 
Stanford and Charles Crocker. 
By Thomas, of Wisconsin, providing 
that all further patents or approvals 
of lands heretofore granted the Union 
and Central Pacific railroad compa­ 
nies be withheld until the final ac­ 
counting and settlem ent tie had, in 
pursuance of the law between the 
United States and said companies, 
and complete and am ple indemnifica­ 
tion be given by the companies to 
secure the governm ent against ulti­ 
m ate loss. 
By B. C. Lawler, of Illinois, a bill 
appropriating $100,000 for the erection 
in W ashington of statues to Generals 
Shield and Logan. 
By Peters, of K ansas, proposing a 
constitutional am endm ent prohibiting 
the repeal of the general pension law. 
M cKenna, of California, from the 
Committee on Public Lands, reported 
a bill giving California 5 per cent of 
the net proceeds of the cash sales of 
public lands in th at State 
Reported 
to the Committee on Whole. 
Representative Cummings, of New 
York, introduced Senator M itchell’s 
bill of last session, prohibiting Chi­ 
nese 
im migration, 
with an addi­ 
tional am endm ent authorizing the 
collectors of customs to construe the 
act resting the burden of the proof on 
the person accused of violating its 
provisions; requiring all Chinese resi­ 
dents w ithin the U nited States before 
the passage of the act to furnish in­ 
formation as to the moans by which 
they obtained entrance to this coun­ 
try and forbidding the introduction of 
Chinese by writs of habeas corpus.

L im e s t o n e , Indian Territory, Janu­ 
ary 23.—Four masked men, all heavily 
arm ed, entered the Citizens’ Bank on 
Saturday and presented a pistol at the 
head of Cashier W . T. Reynolds, and 
dem anded that he hand over the cash. 
W hile pretending to comply, Rey­ 
nolds slam m ed the door of the safe to 
and turned the lock. H e was at once 
laid out by a bullet from the pistol 
of one of th e desperadoes, which 
killed him instantly. The band then 


RANSACKED THE BANK, 
and all th e money in the cash drawer, 
some $2300, was taken. An attem pt 
w-as made to open the safe, but in this 
the robbers were foiled. 
As the 
sound of the pistol was heard, several 
people came rushing toward the bank, 
and in a few minutes the town was 
aroused, and twenty or thirty good 
men hurried to the bank. 
The rob­ 
bers were just m ounting their horses, 
and 
A HOT FIRE WAS ST/ RTED 
in which one of the robbers, Thomas 
Evans, a ranchm an, living near town, 
was killed. In the melee four of the 
citizens were wounded, but not fatally. 
The surviving robbers rode away with 
the booty, followed by a posse, which, 
after a four hours’* chase, brought 
them back to Limestone. 
The leader 
was found guilty of m urder and strung 
up. 
The other two were placed in 
charge of a strong guard and started for 
Fort W ashite, where they were tuined 
over to the United States’ authorities. 
The stolen money was recovered. 


SNOW VS. A LLEY. 


V erd ict o f asOBjUS? F o r th e P lu lu t- 
lf f. 


D e d h a m , M ass., January 2 3 .—The 
jury in the famous case of Chester 
Snow vs. John B. Alley returned a 
verdict this m orning of $98,057 for 
plaintiff. 
Plaintiff alleged that lie 
gave 150 bonds of Postal Telegraph 
to Alley on an agreem ent of the latter 
to advance $20,000 and try to promote 
the success of th e enterprise. 
Alley 
failed to keep his part of the contract 
and therefore he sought to recover the 
bonds which were valued at $150,000. 
Alley denied making such agree­ 
m ent and claimed that the bonds 
were given him without any such re­ 
strictions. 
lie alleged th at it was 
necessary for the company to build a 
line between New York and Chicago, 
and this could not be done without 
his assistance and he refused to con­ 
struct it unless he received 200 bonds. 
The case has already been tried 
three tim es. 
At the third trial the 
jury returned a verdict of $102,000 
for plaintiff. 
Alley carried the case 
to the Supreme Court and secured 
the setting asido of the verdict on the 
ground th at the judge’s rulings were 
erroneous.

'jTho crime for which Driscoll was 
executed was the killing of his mis­ 
tress, Elizabeth G arrity, or Beezie 
G arrity aB she was generally called, 
on the morning of June 20, 1880. 
It 
was the closing /exploit of a series of 
crim es that had won Di iscoll notoriety 
among liis associates and won him the 
position of Chief of the “ W hyos,” 
one of th e worst of the many gangs of 
law-breakers that infested the city.

Brainerd moved th at the report be 
laid on the table for one month. Car­ 
ried. The report from tho executive 
committee 
was 
called 
for. 
Mr. 
Brainerd 
said 
th e 
question 
of converting children was being dis­ 
cussed at present by nearly all the 
m iuisters, and many raised an ob­ 
jection to work of th at kind, as it ex­ 
cited the children and did not accom­ 
plish any perm anent good. As Dr. 
Hamm ond had made the work of con­ 
verting children a specialty, and had 
had muny years experience in that 
work, the ministers stated that they 
would like to hear him speak a few 
m inutes on th a t subject.

He had spent six weeks in 
Glasgow, Scotland, and six weeks in 
London laboring for the conversion of 
children, and to-day these converts 
are putting God’s works before the 
world in fifty different languages, and 
one hundred young men have been 
sent to other nations as missionaries. 
H e believed, as Horace Bushell says, 
that children should be converted so 
young th at they will never know when 
they became a Christian. 
H e be­ 
lieved m others and teachers could 
teach Christ to infants so that it would 
always rem iin w ith them . 
Rev. Mr. 
Spurgeon said he had 8ucces>fully 
preached on the conversion of chil­ 
dren. and 11,000 people congregated 
in lúa tabernacle to hear his sermons, 
and he averaged 40 infant members 
every year and had never ex ornmu- 
nicated one. 
H e had spent some 
tim e in Ireland, France, Germany and 
Italy, and w ith good interpreters had 
nevor failed to m eet with good suc­ 
cess.

Rev. Mr. Ileister endorsed the idea 
of infant conversion, and could speak 
from a stand point of personal exper­ 
ience. 
He could not remember the 
date of his conversion. 
Rev. Mr. Brainerd eaid perhaps 
there was such a thing as infant pur­ 
ity being hereditary, nut according to 
Mosaic teaching every child of Adam 
is born in sin ," and notwithstanding 
his father was an old strict Puritan 
Sunday school superintendent, and his 
m other a great worker, he was born 
with the very evil spirit in him. The 
President announced the time for dis­ 
cussion had been consumed, and by 
invitation the Beveral clergymen pro­ 
ceeded to the dining room to partake 
of a banquet tendered by Rev. E. R 
Brainerd.

marked em phasis for attention to their 
products. California has been visited 
daring the past few years by m any 
bodies of men from the East, whose 
• position in all walks of life has en­ 
titled their opinions to weighty con­ 
sidera: ion. 
They have gone hack 
sad yepoited w hat they were able to 
s e e ; and such reports have cut a con­ 
spicuous figure in setting the thou­ 
sands on the move who annually seek 
our shores aB a health or pleasure re­ 
sort, or for a place of perm anent 
Abode. 
Now. the Golden State by 
the sunset sea won her reputation 
long ago as th e greatest producer of 
the precious m etals in the world. 
At a later period California came 
to the front as the banner wheat re­ 
gion of the world. And now is the 
era of wonderful fruit production. The 
wealth of our wheat fields far ex 
celled th at of our mines in their 
palmiest days. 
The profits of fruit­ 
growing will amazingly outstrip those 
of either the mine or the grain field. 
‘The American Union m ust forever 
look to California for her fruit supply. 
Whatever surplus may be found will 
w ill be eagerly snapped up by the 
millions of m ouths Europe has to 
feed. 
Thus the line of enterprise 
in which California is destined to win 
lasting distinction is this of fruit pro­ 
duction. 
H ere then is the repre­ 
sentative body of America in this in­ 
dustry.

Indeed, they aver that if 
sold as one parcel that is the very ut­ 
most it would fetch.

hand, at the very lowest estimate they 
consider the city property worth $:>02,- 
500, as follows: Lot 60 feet front on 
Second street, at $1500 per foot, $00,­ 
000; building on same, $45,000; lot on 
Fort street, 180 feet front at $925 per 
foot, $167,500—a total of $802,500. 
Now, if we allow the proposers $45,- 
>000 for the building on their block (a 
very high estimate) then the tip-top 
ivalue of their property would be $345,­ 
000, or $42,500 more than the estimated 
value of the city’s property.

go? Does this account for the milk 
in the cocoanut?

PERISHABLE FREIGHT. 
The Santa Fe Decliues to 
Receive it Now. 


DEATH ON THE RAII.S. 


A Mexican Fatally Injured While 
Asleep on the Track—Other 
Important News. 


Early yesterday morning the of­ 
ficials of the California Central and 
California Southern Railroad com­ 
panies in this city, received an order 
not to take freight of a perishable na­ 
ture, such as live stock, fruits, etc., 
for shipment to points epst of the 
Needles. 
The order was signed and issued by 
Mr. II. B. Wilkens, the General Pas­ 
senger and Ticket Agent of the roads 
mentioned, and it went into effect at 
once. A H erald representative en­ 
deavored to learn the reason for such 
an order, and was informed that the 
probable cause 
was 
for 
fear 
that 
the road 
east 
of the 
Needles would be blockaded by 
snow. 
The officials in this city 
could give no positive information as 
to the condition of that part of the 
line, but said that heavy snows had 
fallen and it was very likely tint 
travel was considerably impeded. If 
shippers desire to take the risk of 
damage, their freight will he handled, 
but not otherwise. Mr. Williamson 
Dunn, the agent at this point, said 
that the company was not soliciting 
freight and had not done so for some 
time. All freight, consigned to them 
for transportation is being diverted to 
the Southern Pacific Company at 
Doming, which company is delivering 
it to consígneos at the rate of ten car­ 
loads per day. 
The effect of the order at this sea­ 
son will not be particularly serious, as 
it will not probably be enforced for a 
period extending beyond five or six 
days. Shipments of oranges to the 
East have not vet commenced.

The train was run­ 
ning at a pretty high rate of 
speed, when it tamed a curve in the 
road between Frinks and Dos Palms.

Sometimes p atien ts feel as 
though th eir whole head was In a Btate of rottenness, so great is the am ount of m atter 
discharged and so Betid is its odor. T he patien t is greatly annoyed by th e constant drop­ 
ping into th e th ro at of the m orbid m atter from th e head, an d a s a recum bent position 
n atu rally favors tlic flow dow nw ard, h is rest Is frequently disturbed from this cause. 
Many sufferers arc obliged to lie w ith th e head very m uch elevated in order to sleep with 
tom e degree of comfort. 
In others, a tough, viscid and offensive phlegm collects behind and above th e soft 
palate, in th e passage between th e th ro at and head, adhering to the parts with gluish 
tenacity. Its lodgm ent em barrasses respiration and creates a sensation of Irritation and 
uneaBtnesB in the affected locality, w hich gives rise to a constant aud alm ost iriesistible 
desire to relieve th e discom fort by draw ing th e m ucus into th e throat so as to reject it by 
th e m outh. This practice, popularly know n as "haw king,” is cliaracterhtlc of C atarrh, 
aud proves as em barrassing 
th e one affected, as it is disagreeable to those around him . 
Again, th e offensive m atter hardens nud deposits itself on the m em brane in the 
shape of dry, hard concretions, w hich are discharged by the way of th e nostrilB or th ro at 
in lum ps or fragm ents of a deep greea tin t.

Cases are occasionally mot w ith In w hich a thick, viscid, slim y secretion coats th e 
m cm brnm c of th e nasal cavities and then putrefies, giving rise to a stench w hich is

and there are others in which all secretions of th e m em brane are suspended, cau sin g au 
unpleasant feeling of dryness, heat, an d feverishness In tho head an a nose—a condition

The disease speedily extends to tlic air cavities of the bones of th e forehead and 
face, glviug rise to a distressing sensation of heavy w eight or com pression over the

th e face of so severe a character th at it is fri quently m istaken for neuralgia. 
The breath is alw ays tain ted and a t tim es assum es an exceedingly fetid and sicken­ 
ing odor. 
Iu some cases it becomes so rcvoltingly offensive as to ren d er th e sufferer au 
object of disgust to him self as w ell as to others. 
T he nasal m em brane is thickened an d congested, causing tho nose to be stopped up, 
som etim es on one side, som etim es on th e other, aud often ou both, giving rise to a disa­ 
greeable stufly s* «ration iu the head, and occasionally to violent au d prolonged par­ 
oxysm s of sneezing. 
The voice is weak, lu d lstln ct and husky, or of a nasal chare ctcr, displaying a sort of 
sniflliug quality. O ftentim es there is a continuous honrselicss and discordance. There 
is also a sense of irritation in th e th ro at, und frequent attem pts to clear the parts of 
phlegm , producing th e sound "h em " m ore or less forcibly. Iu som e cases p atien ts com

plaiu of an uncom fortable feeling of fullness, or a choky scm atlon lu the throat, and In 
others of a distressing aud alm ost constant dryness, for th e tem porary relief o f w hich 
they have to swallow frequently. O thers again speak of a constant baa or nauseous tasto 
in tho m outh and throat. 
The stom ach generally suffers m ore or less an d becom es weak and Irritable; th e appe­ 
tite is" capricious and nearly always bud iu tlic m orning. The p atien t is languid, unable 
to perform m ental o r physical labor w ith th e usual facility, Is nervous, depressed in 
spirits, at tim es, fearful, tim id, ag itated , and inclined to drow slneBsaud sleep; th e m em ­ 
ory w eakened, an d perm anent im pairm ent seriously threatened. 
The m ucous m em brane soon becomes m orbidly sensitive to unfavorable influences, 
and, In spite of th e utm ost care, becom es affected from ihe slightest causes, so th a t nt last 
a breath of w ind upon the lining of th e nose or th ro at becomes productive of a cold, aud

im pulse, an d involving a larger extent of surface th an its predecessor. I u this m anner 
the difficulty spreads from organ to organ, in vading the throat, larynx, trac h ea and 
bronchial tu tes, u n til, encroaching fu rth er rn d fu rth er, It reaches th e finer ram ifications 
of th e bronchi, w heu but a slig h t im p u lse is req u ired to send it to th e lungs.

cous m em brane, such astheS tom ueh, Bowels, K idneys, «Sic.
